INCREASING NUMBERS INDICATE GROWING 
INTEREST IN THE THOROUGHBRED THERE. 




Several Newcomers in Racing Figure Among Owners 
of Quebec Youngsters — Capt. W. F. Presgrave 
Takes Some South to Winter and Train. 



Montreal. Quo., December 5. — Never in the history 
of ibdiiHigUsed racing in the province of Quebec 
lias a letter lircjl bsind of coming two-year-ohls been 
win into winter quarters than in Montreal this sea- 
es’H. There are twenty-three in the lot anil it is 
sate to say that there is not one of them hut can 
Iniast of the blood of Derby winners in their veins, 
although iu some cases it many lie many generations 
back, of the numlM-r C. S. Canipliell. who has been 
most successful with two-year-olds iu the twist few 
years, has five, three of which are to remain iu Can- 
ada and two of which will lie developed in tlie south 
for early spring racing and will likely at** wintered 
at the farm of Capt. W. F. Presgrave, at Salisbury. 
Maryland, along with one owned by A. E. Ogilvie. 

In former years it was the custom of many of the 
1-ivcdeis and qwners to turn out their yearlings 

without breaking them, nils autumn all of those to 
Is- d'-vclopod were broken and given usual work. 
Captain I'reagnve being responsible for the breaking 
of eleven of them. This province has made rapid 
strides within the past three or four years in the 
breeding industry, and is fast (aiming to its own. so 
that in the near future Quebec will rank with On- 
tario from a breeding standpoint. 

This was well proven last fall at the meeting of 
the Montreal Jockey Club by the starters in the 

King's Plate and the Provincial Nursery Stakes, 

lloth brought out a I letter class than iu former 

years and the quality will show marked improve- 
ment again next season. 

The majority of the foals of 1911. whieli will be- 
come two-.vear-olds on the first day of January, have 
Is'cii named and registered, which makes tliem eligi- 
ble to ra<*e at any time aft**r that date. Many ap- 
propriate names have been ciloseu for tlK*m and there 
, - l a*. uuuJaam cue reject* si by the New York Jockey 
Club, which Is rcuugnized as the registry office for 
ell thoroughbreds. Tbe three owned by A. E. Ogil- 
vie are as hue a looking lot as could lie well im- 
agined. Tlie pick of this trio is Dublin Girl, a chest- 
nut filly by Dublin — Ballet Girl. This filly has 
shown speed even as a liaby and will lie kept for tlie 
Nursery Stakes next fall and the King's Plate of the 
following year. 

Irish Iianuony. another in this stable, was tak n n 
south by Captain Presgrave to develop for early rac 
ing. She will likely Is* stinted in the Coronation 
Stakes at Tomuto next spriug. barring ace bleat. 
Tim third one is Irish Pride, a brother to the corn 
ing throe year-old Irish Rose. Corn Broom and 
Siusin an* tin* two of the five owned by C. S. Camp- 
ls-11 that probably will is* developed anil fitted for 
early racing. Sir H. Montagu Allan has a slashing 
colt iu Irish King. This youngster is by Dublin, 
out of Hie well-known mare Keine de Saxe, and is a 
half-brother to King Saxe, which showed good form 
this fall iu the races for province-bred horses. He 
might hate done better, but through an accident 
lost one of his eyes, which threw him out of train 
ing for a time. There are several by Roseinount 
and Seahorse 1 1. The latter has. |icrliaps. the most 
unique history of any sire now in Canada. The 
good horse Mesmerist is the sire of several. This 
crop of t her* mgltbr»*ds will lie responsible for the 
introduction into racing of many Montrealers who 
have never evinced such Interest in the sivirt :n 
previous years.

Owing to the death of Dublin and the removal of 
Mesmerist from Montreal, tlie Canadian Breeding 
Bureau has arranged to place lhree thoroughbred 
stallions at tin* disposal of local breeders for the 
191 3 season.

Eondon. Eng., November 18. — With the Warwick 
and Manchester autumn meetings to furnish the en- 
tertainment. the liat racing season of this year in 
England will come to an end at Manchester nest 
Saturday. It has liecn a good racing year with a 
goodly array of sensations of its own. not tin* least 
lieing the capture of the Two Tbousaud and the St. 
1-eger liy the American-bred and owned colts Sweeper 
II. and Tracery, respectively. Naturally, the racing 
of late lias not tieen up to the standard of the more 
iui|Hirtant succession of first class meetings which 
came to an end with the Newmarket Houghton meet- 
ing. but for all that it has not been without its in- 
teresting features and surprises. For instance, at 
Newlinry last Friday Lance Chest was eouiideutly ex- 
liectcd to win tlie Ormonde Stakes at a mile and 
was a well-supported favorite at 7 to 4, while Cas- 
tletou was expected to furnish the most dangerous 
opposition a n*l accordingly was second choice at 
.'{ to 1. It chanced that among the eight starters 
was a chestnut colt by Cylleue belonging to Lord 
Durham that had never before started in a race. 
His name is Antravida and be had no separate 
quotation in the bettiug, being one of the outside 
division of which one could take his pick at the 
nominal rate of 100 to .8. But he was anything blit 
an outsider when it came to the running of the nice, 
for. going to the front when half the distance had 
been covered, he drew away steadily audgwon in a 
canter by five lengths in front of Mohacz. the Duke 
of Portland's Iiouaxtir finishing third, with the two 
favorites beaten off. It was tbe last race of the 
year of considerable value for three-year-olds ex- 
clusively. Antravida lmd all the allowances, being 
a maiden, and only carried 107 pounds, while Lance 
Cliest had up 133 and Mohacz and Castletou 131 
each. Some good people who thonght this race a 
certainty for Lance Cliest suffered through their mis- 
placed confidence. In fact, the Newbury meeting 
was rather a disastrous affair for backers. Tlie 
other principal event of the meeting, the Newbnrg 
Autumn Hundicap. at a mile and a half, had Lavolt 
and Rivoli for its favorites, but fell to the 10 to 1 
outsider Lady Eileen, of which much had been ex- 
pected in several previous races without favorable 
results. 

By far the most important event of the week was 
the decision of tlie Derby Cup. of a mile anil six 
furlongs at Derby last Thursday. This race was of 
the vahte of $6,623 t« the winner ard was contested 
by sixteen fair class handicap horses including the 
American-bred Election. Dalmatian and Columbus. 
In an open I letting market Papavero, Lorenzo and 
Kkauballyuioro were the favorites but neitlier was 
placed, the winner turning up in tlie Flying Lemur 
mare Aye Aye. whieli won by a neck from Wag- 
staff. with Marcolieo third and Election a close-up 
fourth. Flying l**niur. sire of the winner, is a 
brother to tin* famous liorse Flying Fox and may 
prove a successful sire in time. 

Antravida. which made such a highly successful 
first apjiearuuee on it race course, is the’ first of the 
produce of his dam. Renunciation, that has run. 
She had two foals previously, but her filly of 1907 
died, and the colt of the following season was de- 
stroyed. Renunciation is a St. Frusquin mare, her 
dam. White Veil, by .Uuncaster — Novitiate, by Her- 
mit. Novitiate was the dame of Marco. 

Joseph Ilyams. who has trained with considerable 
success in Austria, saddled the winner at Derby 
Wednesday of the Elvastou Castle Plate. He quite 
recently commenced to train at Epsom for Douglas 
Stuart, and this was his first success on tlie English 
lurf. The winner. Miss Douglas, originally named 
Erin go Bragh, Is an American filly by Peter Pan — 
Maid of Erin, ami was purchased out of Joyner’s 
stable for $2,000. It took $2,800 to retain her. 
and. as she scored in runaway fashion from tlie 
Amuletta filly and the I.aila filly. Hyams, has evi- 
dently got her into very smart trim. 

Tlie death occurred at the Johannesburg General 
Hospital <iu Oct oiier 20. of S. H. Purcell. Ihircell 
had contracted pneumonia and his case was hopeless 
from the first. He went to that country twenty- 
two years ago anil at different times won all the 
principal races in South Africa. Latterly he was a 
trainer- jockey. Dining his career as a Jockey Pur- 
cell won nine Johannesburg Handicaps, and on one 
occasion h<- won a double, tlie Johannesburg Handi- 
cap and the Goldfields' Handicap, on succeeding 
days on the horse Malgo. He was forty-two years 
of age. 

Jessica, the winner of the New Biennial Stakes 
at Ascot this year, lias tieen retired from racing 
and will Is* put to the stud. Sin* has been recently 
purchased by Lady James Douglas at a substantial 
price, mid will probably be mated with Rock Sand 
next year. 

Tlie three-year old. Maritza. by William tlie Third, 
<uit of Marmarb-a. ran her last race in the Allostroe 
Handicap at Derby, and site goes to F. Gretton’s 
breeding stud. Shi* won the Dec Stakea at Chester 
this year, but was not successful In her first season. 

The 0*sarewitch winner, Warllngham. was iu 
striking distance of the leaders in the Derby Cup 
when In* received a bump right and left, which not 
only put him out of mairt. hut nearly knocked his 
jockey out of the saddle. He was also badly struck 
into and cut alsuit. 

A. II. Lcdlie has decided to send up the half- 
brother and half-sister. Lord Belvoir and Lady 
Aniericus. for sale at the Newmarket December 
Sales. They are out of tlie fanioua broodmare, 
Pahitta. laird ItelToir being by Desmond and Lady 
Amcricus by Americas and both winners of import- 
ant stakes. 

By reason of recent success at Liverpool. Demy 
and a minor meeting or two Lord Derby has passed 
Messrs. Raphael and Ilulton and now appears to be 
securely lodged in second place In this year’s list 
of owners who have stable earnings of $10,000 or 
more. It has lieen a long and Interesting contest 
for second place and only decided within the last 
ten days. New arrivals in the list are R. Wootton 
and G. A. Prentiiv mid other owners who have in- 
creased their stable accounts are E. Ilulton. S. Joel, 
L. de Rothschild. J. Buchanan. A. F. Bassett, U. M. 
Hartiguu. It. Mills. W. II. Walker. Lord Lonsdale, 
Lord Durham and I). Met'almont. With but a w«— k 
more of racing to Ik* dispatched before the fiat rac- 
ing season of 1912 comes to a close, the list of 
lucky owners referred to is now as follows:

The iK'ginning of the last week of our flat racing 
season is right at hand, anil this is tlie final appear- 
ance of the records of the principal winning stallions 
in the same form that has applied ever since the 
Summer Meeting at Epsom, when Tagalie won the 
Derby to place Cyllene at the bead of the poll. The 
next batch of figures will lie those for the whole 
campaign. Prince Palatine enabled Persimmon to 
depose Cyllene from the leadership some weeks ago, 
but the latter is slowly but surely creeping up again, 
and it is more than probable that he will have won 
his third championship by the hour the curtain falls 
at Manchester. Only a little more than $2,000 di- 
vides Persimmon and Cyllene now, anil there are 
still undoubted possibilities almut both Desmond and 
St. Frusquin. The statistics have required consider- 
able alteration lately, blit, curiously enough, the rc- 
siiertive placings are only affected slightly. Thrush 
and Karla M**r have improved their positions in tin* 
race, but otherwise tin* order of merit remains as 
before.

LAYERS HAVE A BAD DAY 



WELL BACKED HOBBES SCORE AT LUCRATIVE 
ODDS IN JUAREZ RACES. 



Shorty Northcut, Dan Norton and Beda Maka Up 
Trio on Which Bookmakers at Mexican 
Course Lose Heavily. 



El Paso, Tex.. December 5. — While favorites did 
not fare especially well at the Juarez track today, 
the layers reported a disastrous ex|H*rience. as tl>© 
winners included three good priced horses that were 
heavily siqqiortcd by their admirers. These in- 
cluded Dan Norton. Shorty Northcut and Beda. 
Shorty Northcut. which has been racing well on the 
Oklahoma and Texas circuit, made good in making 
his initial appearance here. He was capably ridden 
by jockey B. Steele. 

Truly, the beaten favorite of the first rare en- 
countered bad racing luck, being on the rail and 
getting cut off early in the running. Her chance 
of winning was destroyed before they bad gone an 
eighth of a mile. 

A party of twenty or more distinguished gentle- 
meu and capitalists from the east, several of whom 
are financially interested as stockholders in the 
new Paso 18*1 Norte Hotel, were guests of Col. M. 
J. Winn at tin* track today. They were escorted 
across tlie border by Gen. 1'. Z. Steever of tbe United 
States Army and Mayor Kelly of El Paso. Colonel 
Winn named the six races comprising today’s card 
in honor of their visit. Among them wore Charlen 
L. Stone. Lloyd P. Wells, J. D. Perry, A. L. Shap- 
leigh, Thomas W. Bennett and Phil C. Scanlon of 
Buffalo. Accompanying the almve was Norman K. 
Mack, chairman of the New York delegation that 
was sent to San Francisco to select the sit© for the 
New York building at th© Panama-Pacific In ter na- 
tional Exposition. 

Jack Atkins, owner of the Burbank Stable, has 
engaged jockey Dave Nicol to ride his horses during 
the Juarez meeting. 

Henry McDaniel, who has been suffering from a 
severe attack of rheumatism, was unable to get 
out today. 

Henry Wendt, a prominent block man. Is one of 
tbe late arrivals from Norfolk.

FLAW IN SOUTH CAROLINA LAW. 

Clerical Error Said to Have Been Made in Anti- 

Racing Measure Passed by Last Legislature. 

The Charleston News anti Courier, in referring to 
the meeting of the Charleston Fair anti Racing Asso- 
ciation, scheduled to open at Palmetto Park Janu- 
ary 25, makes the following comment: 

"It has been reported with considerable confidence 
for some months past that a race meeting would Is) 
belli in this city this winter, in spite of the fact 
that those who actively opposed the races succeeded 
in their efforts to have a law against race track 
gambling passed by the Legislature at its last ses 
siou. The situation as it now exists is an Interest- 
ing tme. Race track gambling has been declared 
illegal, but a race meeting is to lie held. Under the 
law as it is generally understood it will be impos- 
sible for the race meeting to lie conducted as rare 
meetings are usually conducted, that is to say. with 
bookmakers operating iu connection with tho Asso- 
ciation and with liettiug ou the races as an iui|ior- 
taut part of the sport. 

“Officials of tlit' Association had nothing to say 
yesterday for publication ami no authorative state 
utent of llioir view of the legal stains of affairs 
could tic obtained for print. It is generally under 
stood, however, that as soon as t lit* Legislature con- 
venes. on January 10. the racing interests will make 
an effort to have the time limit fixed by the anti- 
race track gambling law extended. This limit was 
lixtsl liy the law passed at the last session as July 
1. 1912. It is reported that the racing interests will 
endeavor to have the time extended untfl May 1, 
1913. If this is done it is the plan of the racing 
promoters, according to common report, to make an 
effort to secure the enactment of a new law, similar 
to that in effect in Kentucky, which will provide 
for the creation of a racing commission. It is stated 
that, the law as it now stands on the statute books 
will have to be changed in any event, since a clerical 
error caused the law to lie entered on the books 
without any of the amendments which were incor- 
porated iu it b.v the Legislature, so that, according 
to this contention, the law as it now stands on the 
IsMiks is not the law that was really passed. 

“Opinions differ as to whether or not another race 
meeting here will lie of benefit to the city: ami 
while, so far as is known, no definite move has yet 
lieen made iu that direction, it is generally under 
stood that opposition will be offered the enterprise. 
Whatever the outcome, so far as the legal questions 
involved are concerned, the fact remains that plans 
for the race meeting scheduled to liegin here on 
January 25 are lieing carried out with iierfect confi- 
dence. apparently, on the part of the racing pro- 
moters anil the racing men that the meeting will be 
beltl. Tlie offices of the association on Meeting 
street are now tqien. Many horses arc aln-adv here 
and many ol tiers arc to arrive this week. The close 
of the racing season at Jamestown anti at the Ken- 
tucky tracks turns the eyes of hundreds of racing 
devotees towards Charleston and before long the in- 
flux of strangers, will liegin.’’
